The  Vocational 
School,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Harold 
B.  Geary,  fully  equips  the  boys  to  meet 
the  challenges  of  advanced  training  in  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning. 

Mr.  Harold  B.  Geary,  a dedicated  mem- 
ber of  Gloucester  High  School  for  over 
forty  years,  received  his  Bachelor  of  Sci- 
ence (in  education)  and  his  Masters  of 
Education  degrees  from  Fitchburg  State 
College.
